of the two domes of Mount Ararat, told of 
tbe relative locations of himself and com- 
panions, when tor tbe first time the great 
sbip was discovered high on tht crest ot the 
Irftier dome, and of his own exuberant. In 
umphaut feelings and gratitnde to tbe Al- 
mighty lor making him the humble, nselal 
instrument ol Us discovery 


' Ne\er bel ore haie Hold of the discovery 


for publication," said he, "and I ne\er have 
told it to anybody, except a lew people in 
India " 


"I will tell you why I did not announce 


it before 
It is because some of the people 


I told it to laughed and would not believe 
it 
Therefore, I said, I will not tell it, un- 


less they ask me, but when they do I will 
tell the entire story 
Meantime I will trust 


to tbe luture to verify woat I have seen 


"It waa on Apnl 25, at about 2 o'clock in 


the afternoon, that I finally saw the ark 
upon the mountain 


"There were with me Kabraman, An^us 


tine, Abanna, Assyrian Christians, men ol 
tbe desert, and Mohammedans, owners 01 
the horses and donkeys, or masters and 
guides of the caravan 


"We had journeyed alowly and with great 


eflort up the side of the lofty cone, -which 
reached to a height of about 18,000 feet 


"We bad previously attempted tne as 


cena,on of both this and the other peak , it 
waa in March and we went below to the 
foothills and remained for another month 


' On this occasion much of the snow on 


the lower part of the mountain bad melted 
and was trickling down 
As we got above 


this and on the great layers of snow, we 
tolled mainly with alpenstocks of exceeding- 
ly hard and heavy wood from Kurdistan, on 
the boundary between Turkey and Persia 


"I had got ahead and was making my 


way as persistently aa possible, my face be- 
ing toward the northeast 
I had reached a 


height of probably 16,000 feet 
Some of my 


companions had let me at about 13,000 feet, 
and I went on entirely alone from the point 
of 16,000 feet 


"I advanced about 1000 feet more, and I 


bad then between me and the very top— the 
place of the ark— nearly another 1000 feet 


"When I reached the height of 17, 000 feet 


I observed, with the naked eye, after a great 
deal of very careful lookmp, that there were 
some peculiar colors among the general 
white color of all the mountains covered by 
;be snow and in the midst of the top of the 
mountain 


"When I looked I was more encouraged 


and began to n«e the glasses 
After ad 


vancmg between 200 and iOO feet on the 
snow and seeing more clearly tbe dark or 
reddish color, bat without especial shape, I 
moved northeast and aronnd the mountain, 


ilkmg m the snow and using the field 


glass 


"I began to see the peculiar color assume 


shape— it had simply been color before 
I 


saw the shape 
It ww that of a great ves- 


sel—the ark 
The rear end, the one most 


exposed from the snow, was in view first 


ioiug aronnd I saw it all. 


"I know it was over 300 yards long, and 


t stood np fully 100 feet high 
There were 


some window-like turrets or protrusions on 
top of it and one or more at the sulea A roof 
had evidently rounded and covered it, but 
tbe snow had crushed much of it in, and 
three-fonrtha of it was covered and filled 
with snow. The sun was shining with great 
brilliancy. 
It was really warm, almost hot 


m its rays 
Below the snow waa melting, 


yet a cold wind blew on tbe top 


"It was not, however, swirling the snow, 


and therefore everything was as clear and 
unobstructed as it is possible to imagine it 


"I was almost overcome 
The sight of the 


ark, thus verifying the trnth of the Scrip- 
tures it which I had before no doubt, but 
which for the sake of those who did not be- 
leve, I waa glad, filled me with gratitude 


"I was transported and triumphant in 


eelmg, and thanked God for His graces, and 
for the proved trnth of Hia Holy Word 


"The top of the ark that still remained 
is covered with a cap of from five to ten 


feet of snow,, bnt in other placea, where the 
op baa fallen in, I judge the snow is from 
birty to fll'ly feet deep 


"I went clear around and came back 


again, and looked at tbe rear, or stern, cnt- 
cally, at length and with great uire 
Not 


a cloud, nor a rift of even fleecy anow ob- 
trncted the view 
It waa all as clear and 


plain aa the cleareat sunlight could make it 


"Some of the rooms or turrets of the ark 


were broken halfway by the anow and pro- 
rnded over. I paused for quite a time, 
contemplating with gratitude and awe tbe 
lincovery. I had made the complete circuit 
of the dome, and had with tbe utmost care 
noted the great vessel from many different 
loints. 


"I thoroughly assured myself, gazing long 


and repeatedly at different parts of the great 
craft that once for forty days and forty 
nigbte had on board of it every living and 
creeping animal and insect, and every flying 
hing in tbe world. 


"At length I called the attention of my 


companions, who bad been in the war, to it 
and tbey examined it critically, and all ad- 
mitted tbat tbey saw tbe vessel, the verita-

Death of Cyrus W. Field. 


Cyrus W Field died at 9 30 o'clock Tues- 


day morning, after a long illness, at his 
country seat Ardsley Park, on the Hudson 


Cyras West Field was tbe third son of tbe 


elder David Dudley Field. He was born in 
Stockbndge, Mass , on November 30, 1819, 
and has therefore ju*t completed bis seventy- 
lecond year 
He was educated in hia native 


village, and at tbe age of fifteen he WMt to 
\ew York to carve ont bis fortune. 
H>< ob- 


tained a position as clerk m tbe store of A. 
T Stewart. Before he was twenty-one years 
old he bad saved some money and bad gone 
into business on bis own account In a 
modest way he began the manufacture and 
sale of paper 
Within a dozen years he was 


at tbe head of a large and prosperous busi- 
ness 
in 1S5J, having amassed a fortune, 


he retired from active business and spent 
several months traveling m South America. 


When he returned the feasibility of es- 


tablishing i quick line of telegraphic com- 
munication between Amenta and Europe 
waa suggested to him during a conversation 
with his brother Matthew. 
The firat pro- 


ject was to build a land line trom New York 
to Newfoundland, messages to be earned 
thence by last steamers to the Irish coast, 
and so on to London by other Liud and water 
lines. 
It waa claimed that a message could 


be carried from New York to London m 
Ibis way inside of six days 
Mr Field re- 


garded the project with disfavor at firat, but 
finally entered into it with enthusiasm. 


Mr r leld was not without mends of in 


fluencc who consented to join him in hj 
project, and among them were Peter Cooper, 
Moses Taylor, 
Marshall O Koberts and 


Chandler White 
Eich of these gentlemen 


and Mr r leld agreed to put £!00,000 into 
the project 
By Mr 
Field's effort the 


necessary legislation in FigUud And Amer- 
ica was obtained 


For thirteen years Mr Field then gave bw 


entire time to the Atlantic c.ib!e. 
He made 


scores of visits to Europe, personally over 
«aw tbe faying of the first cable, which part- 
ed m mid ocean and was lost, and was pres- 
ent when cominnnication was finally estab- 
lished across the ocean m 1-38 
This cable, 


too, was broken m a few weeks, hut Mr 
Field wai not disronraged 
H.s pertinacity 


was illn«trated by his determination never 
to yield to defeat 
The outbreak of the civil 


war delayed the project, bntd d not dampen 
Mr Field's ardor 
When the war waa over 


he went to work harder than ever, and thn 
time he not only enlisted an abundance of 
capital, bnt secured the co-operation of the 
Lnited States and English governments 
Both of tbe governments loaned big war- 
ships to asai-t in laying the cable, and the 
g-eat work was finally accomplished on July 
27, 1-tx, when communication waa estab- 
lished by telegraph between New York and 
London 
Two cables were laid in the effort 


to make one complete, and both are m oper- 
ation to-day 


There waa universal jubilation in England 


and America over the completion of Ibe 
ereat work and by common consent Cyras 
W Field became a hero 
Congress voted 


him a (rail medal and the thanks of the na- 
tion

'WASHINGTON, July 15, 1892. 


Editor of Compiler: Senator Brice 


is finding it difficult to stick to his long- 
ago-expressed determination to retire 
from the chairmanship of the Democrat- 
ic Kational committee, owing to the 
wish o£ Mr. Cleveland, ex-Secretary 
'Whitney, and other prominent leaders 
of the party that he should retain the 
position during the present campaign. 
A gentleman who has just returned 
from a visit to Mr. Cleveland says that 
the muddle into which Mr. Harrison 
has thrown his party by "turning down" 
all of those who opposed his nomination 
has made a deep impression upon Mr.

Free Tin. 


On Friday of last week the House of 


Representatives, xinder a suspension of 
rules, and after a brief debate, passed 
the tin-plate bill by a vote of 207 to 50, a 
strict party vote. The bill provides 
that on and after October 1,1S92, the 
duty on tin-plates, terne-plates and tag- 
gers tin shall be 1 cent per pound, and 
that on and after October 1,1S94, tin- 
plates, terne-plates and taggers tin shall 
be admitted free of duty. It further 
provides that block, bar and pig tin 
shall be retained on the free list and 
contains the usual rebate or drawback 
provisions in the interest of our foreign 
trade. 


Tinware is the poor man's ware. The 


McKinley law greatly increased the tax 
on tin, and the Republican party prom- 
ised that, under the protection thus af- 
forded, all the tin-plate necessary for 
home consumption would be manufac- 
tured in this country. American tin 
mines were to be opened and tin-plate 
manufactories were to start up in all 
parts of the country. After nearly two 
years only four days' supply all told has 
been produced. 
The promise was a 


fraud, for no considerable tin deposits 
have yet been discovered, and the in- 
creased tax was only intended to benefit 
a few iron manufacturers. Although 
the production of tin is a failure, still it 
is not likely the Republican Senate will 
pass the bill.— Westminster Advocate,

LABOR BATTLE IN IDAHO.—As a resnl 


of tbe labor troubles in Homestead, Pa., las 
week, the union and non-union miners in 
the C'CEar d'Alene, Idaho, engaged in a sav 
age fight, Monday, in which five men were 
killed and several wounded, and 110 non- 
unions taken prisoners. The fight was only 


fresh outbreak of differences of nine 


months' standing. The strike was caused 
in the first place by the owners of twelve 
mines in the district, belonging to the Mine- 
Owners' Association, who tried to reduce 
the wages of tbe shovellers from $3 50 to $3 
per day. The miners wonld not accept the 
reduction and went on strike. They tried 
in all peaceable ways to prevent men fiom 
working for the lower wages, hot the United 
States Circuit Conrt issued an injunction 
forbidding them from interfering with any 
men whom the association might employ. 
About two months ago matters were ad- 
justed and things went on abont as usual, 
bnt since tha Carnegie troubles begnn the 
old question of wages was revived and re- 
sulted in Monday's bloodshed. State and 
Federal troops have been ordered to the 
scene ot the riot and more tronble is feared.

Hundreds Buried Alive. 


A tei.lble accident has occurred at Sfc, 


Gervais-les-Bains, in Savoy. St. Gcrvais ie 
a watering place with sulphr'-ons springs. 
and is a favorite summer resort. A heavj 
landslide occurr 1 in the mountains tha 
almost overhung the village and without a 
moment's warning n number of honges were 
buried beneath immense masses of rock nnc 
earth. The disaster occurred at 3 o'clock 
ia the morning, when nearly all the inhabi 
tjrats and residents were asleep. It i! 
known that many of the occupants of the 
bouses most surely have perished, and al 
ready thirty dead have been taken ont o 
the ruins. The Thermal establishment was 
completely destroyed by huge masses o 
rock that were swept against it by the land 
slide. 
Hundreds of persons were thrown 


into the River Arve. The ectnal loss of life 
is yet nccerttiin. It has transpired that the 
Blonnassay glaciers, which extend fmm thi 
northwest side ot Mount Blanc, became de 
tached and swept down the side of the 
monntain, carrying tbe baths and the ham 
let of Le Eiyet into the river. Tbe loss o 
life was appalling. There was no possible 
chance of the people getting out of the way 
of the tremendous mass of earth, rock an( 
ice, 
and a great number whose lives wen 


not crushed out beneath the falling debri 
of their houses were swept into the rive 
and drowned. Over a hundred and fifty 
bodies have been recovered from the Arve 
and these with the thirty taken from thi 
rnius of houses brings the death roll up t 
180. 
It is not believed that this will cove 


the entire loss of life, as there are uadonbt 
edly many bodies hnried under tbe masse 
of debris that will never be recovered. 


SATURDAY week hop quite a record for ex 


plosions and loss of life. 
The first repor 


was from San Franci&co, which stated tha 
several explosions had occurred in th 
buildings of the Giant Powder Company 
located on the peninsula at Highland Sta 
tion, West Berkeley, causing an estimate* 
loss of 110 lives—102 CbinHrnen and eigh 
whites—and destroying $1,000,000 worth of 
property. The shocks following the explo- 
sions caused threat damage in San Francisco,

About Watering Hones. 


A horse can live twenty-five days with- 


out solid food, merely drinking water, 
seventeen days without either eating or 
drinking, and only five days when eat- 
ing solid food without drinking, 


An idea prevails among horsemen 


that a horse should never be watered 
oftener than three times a day, or in 
twenty-four hours. This is not only a 
mistaken idea, but a brutal practice. 
A horse's stomach is extremely sensi- 
tive and will suffer under the least in- 
terference, causing a feverish condition. 


Feeding a horse principally on grain 


and driving it five hours without water 
is like giving a man salt mackerel for 
dinner and not allowing him to drink 
until supper time—very unsatisfactory 
for the man. 


If you know anything about the care 


of horses and have any sympathy for 
them, water them as often as they want 
to drink—once an hour, if possible. By 
doing this you will not only be merciful 
to your animals, but you will he a bene- 
factor to yourself, and they will do 
more work; they will be healthier: 
they will look better, and will be less 
liable to coughs and will live longer. 


Pure Air. 


To offset the constant exhalation of 


organic matter from the skin, as well as 
from the lungs, occupied rooms should 
be so arranged as to allow a constant 
change of the air contained in them. 
To meet this condition properly, an exit 
for air as well as an inlet, should be 
provided. A fire-place is perhaps an 
ideal outlet, as it has a constant draught 
which assures an outgo of considerable 
power. 


As for a test of the quality of the air, 


as purity or impurity, nature has pro- 
vided us with a most useful one, and in 
all ordinary cases the only necessary 
one, in the sense of smell. If this sense 
be offended by the characteristic "stale" 
odor of an ill-ventilated room, there is 
no appeal from its verdict, no matter 
how many ventilators may be in opera- 
tion. This . test, it should be stated, 
can be applied only by the o'.factories of 
one just entering a room from the out- 
side. 


It is safe to say that if the air in any 


room seems as pure to a person entering 
it from out of doors as the out door air 
itself, that air is well-fitted for breath- 
ing; such, at any rate, it should always 
be, and such should be the test applied 
by an intelligent observer. 


SOCXD seed is the first thing neces- 


sary for a good crop of corn, and it will 
soon be time to select it for next season. 
Co through the field as soon as the corn 
begias to ripen and choose the ears that 
ripen first. Take into consideration the 
size of the ear, the size of the stalk, the 
position of the ear on the stalk, and, in 
fact, all the tilings that combined 
would make both stalk and ear repre- 
sentative of what you desire to have in 
your whole field. Select also such ears 
as have a deep kernel and a small cob, 
and get them, if you can, from stalks 
that have two good ears. Do not leave 
tbe selected ears exposed to storms af- 
ter they are ripe, but place away where 
they will be dry and secure. 


STOKIXO manure under cover has one 


thing to recommend tbe practice that 
we have never seen spoken of. This is 
that the manure is dry and so easily 
handled with little labor at any season. 
We often see fanners carting out heavy, 
wet manure, requiring severe labor in 
handling, necessitating hauling small 
loads, and, unless the ground is very 
dry, making deep ruts, which are a 
serious injury, especially on meadow 
land. The covered barnyard may not 
commend itself to every farmer, but a 
covered manure shed can hardly fail to 
do so after it has once been tried. 


VENTILATION. — More fowls have 


perished for the want of perfect venti- 
lation than from any other cause. One 
of the simplest plans to let pure air into 
the fowl-house is to have a hole in the 
floor, about six inches wide and several 
feet long, covered over with wire net- 
ting. Of course this is for summer on- 
ly, and should be covered in winter. 
With an opening at the top this will 
admit the fresh ;iir from the bottom, 
and also allow for the escape of heavy 
gases. It is the most perfect system 
that can be devised for admitting pure 
air in poultry houses, and not, only that, 
bat is the cheapest and most easily ar- 
ranged. 
Sunlight and pure air will 


make poultry profitable, but otherwise 
you need not be surprised if yon do not 
always have them healthy. 


IT is desirable that children who are 


born and raised upon the farm should 
receive such impressions of farm life as 
will make it seem desirable as an occu- 
pation fur their mature years. If par- 
ents wish to accomplish this end they 
must educate their children to take aii 
intelligent interest in their surround- 
ings, ami not make the home and farm 
merely a round of labor. If they—the 
boys and girls both—can be taught to 
take an interest in the growth of plants 
and animals, and are then given some- 
thing to call their own, responsible for 
its well-being and having the profit, if 
there be any, for their own, much of the 
trouble of keeping the children ou the 
farm will be done away with.
